After they were gone, 
the Rufian Army advanced and entered the City 
of Bacciefaray, which was abandoned by all the 
Inhabitants, who had taken away all the Provifions 
and every thing ir al that * could carry off. 
The Kan of the Tartars had alfo fent away his 
Treafure fome time before to Caffa, with a Defign 
to repair thither in Perfon, in order if need be, to 
retire to Conftantinople. The Coffacks, efpecially 
thole of Zaparow, notwithftanding General Mu- 
sich’s Prohibition, plundered the Town of what 
litle remained in it, and fet Fire to it in feveral 
Places. The Jefuits Miffionaries there alfo follawed 
the Tartars, and not being able to remove their 
Library, they put the Books up in Casks in their 
Cellars, which the Coffacks having found, they 
—2** fpoil’d almeſt all the Beoks ; but they 
* good Luck to preferve fome.very ſcarce 
Manufcri : 
. Daring thie, Major General Spieges, whom the 
Count de Munich left with a Body of Troops on 
the other Side of the River to guard the e, 
wasattacked by a great Number of Tartars, 
the Ruffians having formed a double Intrenchment 
with their Waggons and , defended them- 
felves fo well that the Enemy were repulfed with 
confiderable Lofs. 
‘ As the Tartars had not only carried off all the
